New Orleans, La., March 15.—The gauge 
here tonight reads a little over 19.3, which 
jis only 0.2 below the record of 1897, but 
the sudden change from stormy weather 
to sunshine and brightness has given re- 
newed hope all along the line. 

Saturday's terrific rain was a test in it- 
gelf, and not a sign of weakness was dis- 
played. With good weather more work- 
ers have been enlisted ang more work 
rushed, and even those who were ready 
to surrender weak places to the river's 
rush have gained courage and say the 
volume of water can be met. 

A week ago It was thought there would 
eurely be a crevasse at Arlington, a short 
distance below Baton Reuge. There had 
be@n a cavein in the old levee and a long 
new levee was started in the rear. This 
was In process of construction when the 
higher water came. The new levee was 
then abandoned and a smaller new levee 
was built around the cave proper. Dur- 
ing the terrific rains ft was feared the 
work could not be completed, but sev- 
eral thousand convicts and other laborers’ 
were kept busv; the river was held back 
and the task finished when the storm 
was at fits height Saturday. Governor 
Heard made an inspection. vesterday dur- 
Ing the rain and went there again to- 
day and is satisfied the danger is past. 

In the city there is great rejoicing be- 
cause even with the record rain of 8 
Inches on Saturday no water from the 
river came over, and the entire line, re- 
inforced by rows of earth-filled sacks, is 
Proving its efficiency. With good weath- 
er the river's defense will be so solidified 
and reinforced that even the highest wa- 
ter on record will be handled in safety. 

Situation Serious at Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn., March 15.—The flood 
situation between Caruthersville, Mo., and 
Baton Rouge, La., tonight. 
The river is rising rapidly and it will be 
a little short of marvelous if the levees 
hold the great volume of rushing water. 
The gauge at Memphis tonight marks 
$85 feet, a rise of one and two-tenths feet 
@ince last night. This is the highest water 
ever recorded here and I#cal Observer 
Emery, of the weather bureau, said to- 
night that 39 1-2 feet would be registered 
by Tuesday and those interested have 
been warned to prepare for a stage of 
forty feet. 

The situation in and around Memphis 
is becoming more serious. Without a 
Single exception the numerous lumber 
plants in North Memphis have suspend- 
ed operations, owing to the incroachment 
of the waters. At Fourth and Market 
streets people are moving about in skiffs 
and the street railway has annulled all 
schedules in this part of the city. Three 
of the Illinois Central tracks are under 
water north of Auction street, although 
traffic has not been suspended on them, 
but if the water continues to rise trouble 
is expected there. 

At Ensley, six miles 
500 feet of the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley tracks are inundate, but they 
Were ‘“cribbed’’ over today and trains 
are running through. 

The Choctaw railroad has suspended 
Operations between Hopefield and Wolf 
river, and all trains are being sent over 
the Memphis bridge. 

A dangerous place in the levee is re- 
ported from Holly Bush, 20 miles north 
of here. Engineers of the St. Francis 
levee board with a steamboat, went to 
the scene this afternoon. It was fwund 
that the water was running over the 
levee for a distance of 600 feet. Men 
and material are being sent there and 
& strong fight is being made to hold the 
embankment, but it is belleved by many 
that a break will occur fn a day or two.

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COURTS BLAMED 
FOR CAMBLING 


Savannah Minister Realms 
Charges Made Last Sunday, 


Says He Speaks as a Man and Is Re- 
sponsible for Every Word Said. 
“Money Mesmerizes the 
Court,” Says Mr. 
Williams. 


Savannah, Ga., March 15.—(Special.)— 
In his sermon at Trinity Methodist church 
tonight on ‘“‘Moral Mesmerism, or the 
Occult Influences Operating Against the 
Efficient Admiinstration of Some of Our 
Rev. A. M. Williams had more 
to say on the gambling evil in Savan- 
nah and the manner in which the criminal 
laws are administered by the courts. 

It was particularly interesting because 
of Judge Pope Barrow’s having challeng- 
ed the pastor's statements of last Sunday 
night and demanded an investigation. 

The minister said that he wished it 
understood that he was responsible for 
word he uttered from the pulpit, 
He In- 
timated that he was not hiding behind 
the cloth and said most emphatically that 
he dil not like the term ‘‘cloth’’ as ap- 
plied to the ministry. 

“I desire {it understood that I speak 
from the preacher's point of view for the 
good of the people, but I speak on the 
responsibility of a man. I do not like 
the term ‘cloth’ as applied to the minis- 
try. I wear the same clothes in the pulpit 
that [ wear on the street, and make no 
special claim to any favor as a preacher. 
I do not say that I will fight any duels.

“On last Sunday, in a sermon relative 
to the progress of Savannah for five 
years, I stated that gambling was prev- 
alent; that its treatment in the courts 
implied an understanding of some kind; 
that there was a sort of mesmerism, hyp- 
notism or like infatuation exercised by 
the gambling element over the courta. 
I used the term ‘court’ as a layman, 
meaning all the machinery of arrest, trial 
and sentence; not the technical use now 
applied to the term. 

Reaffirms All He Said. 

“T want to reaffirm my sermon and 
show what is implied in the mesmerism 
of which I spoke. We have laws in our 
code against gambling. Those laws are 
good. They are freely, openly, 
Violated in this community. 

“The prevalence of policy shops is 
alarming. In a short walk yesterday I 
located ten. A friend and I went to one 
place where we saw the tickets, the ta- 
the stamp, and ascertained when 
the drawing would take place. If we had 
wanted to invest we could have done so. 

“When I said that I supposed there 
were a hundred sueh places in Savannah, 
a man standing near informed me that 
there were a thousand. The negroes we 
met freely pointed them out. At one 
place a lad had the tickets for sale, 
while boys were patronizing. It is even 
alleged that. white women living on 
prominent streets invest in them. 

“The existence, boldness and pertinacity 
of the evil shows that our laws are not 
efficiently administered. There may be 
several causes for this state of things. 
The most apparent to me is in the man- 
ner in which the courts deal with the 
subject. 

“Mesmerism is an influence exercised 
over the will of another in which the 
operator dominates and controls the ac- 
tion of his subject. How, then, can a 
court become mesmerized? What kind 
of influence can so affect the mind of 
the court as to virtually license an evill 
like gambling? One of these influences 
is money. 

‘IT distinctly state that I have never 
known of a judge of a. Georgia court who 
could be directly bought. They are !n- 
corruptible by direct bribes. They have 
not needed the money. They were not 
idiots) A judge of the superior court who 
could be directly bought with money 
would be a simple idiot. Nevertheless, 
money is the great mesmeriser. 

“Other officers of the court have a di- 
rect interest In the fines. It is not neces- 
sary to state who these are. How far 
the policy of the judge in administering 
these laws is affected by this fact who 
can say? The officers of the court ought 
to be paid salaries and the fee system 
abolished.”’

Think the Panama Canal Would 
Benefit Their Country. 


Mexico City, March 15.—Great Interest 
is boing taken here fn the Panama canal 
It is helleved now that the United States 
government will begin work on the canal 
‘mmediately following the ratification of 
the treaty, and it is estimated that ft 
will be completed within five years. 

It is realized by the governmenf and 
the leading business men that the-canal 
will be of value to the commerce of 
Mexico. It is stated that President Diaz 
contemplates whe establishment of a 
steamship line running from Vera Cruz 
and Progresso to Havana, Port Limon, 
Colon, Savanilla and laGuayra, the 
steamers to make the round trip in one 
month. Cemmiunicatfon would thus be 
established between Mexico, Cuba and 
Central America, ard by Colon with Co- 
lombia, Ecuador, Bolivia and Chile. The 
project will thus affect 30,000,000 Latin- 
American peon'te. It is a part of the plan 
made by the government of reaching out 
after the trade of the South Americas. 
It is realized when the canal is opened 
the culf of Mexico will be the Mediterra- 
nean of the western hemisphere, and 
Mexico will be in a position to reap great 


These opportunities will not be 
neglected. When the great highway of 
commerce is opened, it 1s proposed to

Physicians Believe They Have Been 
Duped by Two Men. 
Indianapolis, Ind., March 15.—J. C. Wil- 
son and H. G. Barrows, two young men 
who came here last summer and claimed 
to be agents of what is known ag the 
‘‘Medical Alliance of America,’ have not 
been seen for six weeks, and their pat- 
rons, consisting of some 75 physicians 
and about 100 business men and others, 
believe they have been duped.

“BAGS BIC CAME 


Seventeen Nepices Arrested for 
Depot Robberies 


Believed That Gang Has Been Oper- 
ating Systematically for Months. 
House Supposed To Con- 
tain Pelf Burned Af- 
ter Arrest. 


McRae, Ga., March 15.—(Special.)—As a 
result of a raid made last night on a 
gang of negro railroad thieves and of 
Subsequent arrests made today, seventeen 
negroes are in the county jail here and 
will be given a trial in the city court of 
McRae tomorrow. 

It appears that the leader in the rob- 
berles was Ernest Crawford, a negro boy 
about seventeen years old, and who was 
employed as a porter at the Southern 
freight depot. 

His father, Ned Crawford, runs a dray 
in town and also owns a Store and does 
a mercantile business. It is believed that 
the robberies have been going on for 
over six months, but until recently the 
goods were rémoved only in smal] quan- 
tities and with great caution. 

lately the robberies have been more 
frequent and _ bold. yoods in consid- 
erable quantities and merchandise of all 
classes, but mostly such articles as to- 
bacco, meats, canned goods, sugar and 
flour, shipped to. merchants here, have 
been checked out short. 

The agent became satisfied that the 
goods were being stolen from the depot 
here, but was unable to catch the guilty 
parties. He notified the superior rail- 
road authorities of the situation and they 
sent a negro detective here to work the 
cage. 

The detective, Joe Mayes, arrived Fri- 
day and began immediately tao locate the 
missing goods, most of which were found 
in different negro shops in town. After 
the goods were located warrants were 
issued and Saturday night several ar- 


rests were made. 

From statements and confessions of 
those arrested last night other arrests 
have been made today, and it is believed 
that still other parties will be connected 
with the affair. 

One of the negroes arrested last night 
lives just outside the city, and it is sup- 
posed that his house was used as a 
regular depository for the stolen goods. 
Shortly after his arrest last night his 
house was burned, and it is believed that 
the burning was done to cover evidence 
in the form of goods hidden in the house.

DEATH OF RECORDER BROWN 


Was Prominent in the Politics of 
Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg, March 15.—Recorder J. O. 
Brown, of this city, who tendered his 
resignation to Governor Pennypacker on 
Friday last, died suddenly at his home 
here late this afternoon. 

The immediate cause of Recorder 
Brown’s death was neryous collapse, su- 
perinduced, it is believed, by the unusual- 
ly perturbed condition of politics in the 
county. 

Mr. Brown wsvas always delicate physi- 
cally and had to make frequent trips 
away from home for his health, but his 
death was entirely unexpected at this 
time.

TROOPS WILL BE WITHDRAWN 


Settlement of the Strike of Mill Men 
at Colorado City. 

Denver, Colo., March 15.—A partial set- 
tlement has been effected in the mill 
men's strike at Colorado City, which 
has been on for nearly a month, and on 
account of which the state troops weré 
ordered out. One of the features of the 
settlement is an agreement that _ the 
troops shall be withdrawn at once. 

President Moyer, of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, gave his personal guar- 
antee that order should be maintained at 
the mills. It also was agreed that the 
suit for damages filed at Colorado Springs 
yesterday against the officers of the mi- 
liua and others by the secretary of the 
Western Federation of Miners should be 
withdrawn. 

Only two of three mills that have been 
affected have accepted the terms of the 
settlement, namely, the Portland and 
Telluride mills. The employees of the 
Standard mill refused to make any con- 
cessions whatever and the,strike will be 
continued there. The managers of the 
Telluride and the Portland mills agree 
that eight hours shall constitute a day's 
work except in the sampling works, 
where the men are to work ten hours. 
There is to be no discrimination against 
union men, but the mill managers retain 
the right to employ nonunion men at any 
time if they choose to do so. At the 
same time the union men will be given 
the right to use all fair means to bring 
the nonunion men into the unions. The 
question of wages is to be taken up by 
representatives of the mill owners and 
the union within thirty days. 

The conference was attended by Gov- 
ernor James Peabody and representatives 
of the Western Federation of Miners and 
the mill owners. It began at 2 o’clock 
vesterday afternoon and continued until 
2 o'clock this afternoon.

HAS MATTER IN 


HIS OWN HANDS 


Renewal of Gossip About Chief 
Justice Fuller's Retirement 


Should He Retire. Governor Taft- 


Would Succeed Him on Bench. 
Believed Fuller’s Family 
Would Rather Have 
Him . Remain. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

March 15.—(Special.)—The 
fact that Chief Justice Fuller, of the 
United States supreme court, has been 
in conference several times with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, coupled with the fact 
that he will soon reach the age limit 
when he might, by his own volition, re- 
tire from the supreme court bench, has 
given oceasion for a renewal of the 
report that Governor Taft fs to go upon 
the highest court of the United States 
at some date in the near future. 

How much substance there may be 
in the suggestion that Chief Justice Fuller 
contemplates retiring is a little difficult 
to determine. The reports we ga con- 
cerning his health are of a distinctly 
@iverse character. I't is announced on one 
hand: that he will be glad to retire be- 
cause his ‘health is not good; on the 
other hand, it is declared with great 
positiveness that his health was never 
better and that there are reasons which 
preclude the likelihood of his retifring at 
an early date. These are of a personal 
character. The lady members of the 
chief Justice's family are said to greatly 
enjoy life at the national capital, where 
chief justiceship gives Important social 
position, and that they have no desire 
whatsoever to return to the rush and 
the smoke and the hustle of Chicago, 
whence they came. As a probability of a 
vacancy depends entirely upon the chief 
justice's own wish, it is, naturally, some- 
what difficult to predict what Is going 
to happen. 

Beyond this: 

Would Be Offered Taft. 

Should Chief Justice Fuller decide to go 
upon the retired list at any time in the 
near future, the chief justiceship of the 
supreme court will be ‘tendered Governor 
Taft. It is believed here that should this 
tender come after a period of several 
months, Governor Taft will accept. He 
declined the appointment to the place 
made vacant by the retirement of Jus- 
tice Shiras because he felt that just at 
that time his services were very much 
needed in the islands. I haye it from 
very high authority that not only Gov- 
ernor Taft, but Vice Governor Wright, 
who was here at the time, was strongly 
of the opinion that Governor Taft should 
remain at the head of Philippine affairs. 
President Roosevelt told Governor 
Wright that he would, of course, be put 
at 'the head of things in case Governor 
Taft accepted the chief justiceship. Gen- 
eral Wright told the president that in 
his judgment it would be a great blow 
to the islands to remove Governor Taft 
to Washington at that time and he grew 
eloquent in picturing to the president the 
confidence felt by the Filipinos in the 
present head of the American insular 
government. He showed the president 
that no other man could possfhly at 
this stage enjoy such confidence; that, 
however much he himself would like to 
be the head of the Philippines govern- 
ment, he believed it would be unwise to 
make the change. 

What Governor Taft will do if the chief 
justiceship is tendered him can only be 
surmised. It is believed here that he 
would accept.

Of course, the college will not make 
any money out*of the administration of 
the horticultural law, only getting back 
actual and has more 
work put on some of its departments, 
mainly the professor of horticulture. But 
its pay will come in the touch it gives the 
college with the actual business of the 
people, the advertisement and the gen- 
eral enlargement of its operations. 

With the oil inspection law it is differ- 
ent. The college will net several thou- 
sand dollars out of it, depending on the 
amount of illuminating oil sold in the 
state. 

It develops that this scheme of inspect- 
ing and taxing oil was really put through 
the legislature by President Thach and 
other of the college officers. One’ of the 
members from Barbour, Mr. McDonald, 
introduced a bill for inspecting oil, and 
it suggested to Mr. Thach to look into 
the matter. This bill was crude, pro- 
viding no machinery, but he saw the 
point, perfected a scheme and sprung it 
at the right time. 

Department May Go Back. 

The centering of operations of this 
sort at the Auburn college recalls the 
time when the agricultural department 
was located there and had its office in 
the college building. It was put there 
at its creation and remained for several 
years. 

For some reason a movement sprang 
up to move it to the capitol, but the 
legislature refused to favor the removal. 
Colonel S. W. John, who had been one 
of the leading spirits in establishing the 
department, was in the legislature in 
those days from Dallas county, and he 
was an earnest advocate of removal. He 
wis on the committee to codify the laws 
in 1886, and among the changes made in 
the old code he changed the section per- 
taining to the department so as to read 
“Montgomery” instead of “Auburn.” 

Of course, the new code had to be 
adopted as a whole, and there were so 
many changes ‘that this one was just 
ullowed to go without any opposition or 
controversy. It is pretty generally con- 
ceded now that laws must not be made 
by codifiers, but it was then the practice, 
and thus auburn lost the department. 
The opinion ts now growing that it would 
have been vastly better to leave it at 
Auburn, where its officers would have 
been more in touch with agriculture than 
with politics, and where the atmosphere 
would have been more conductive to agri- 
cultural study. 

With the growing importance of the 
college, with a steadily increasing tend- 
ency to center matters of this sort there, 
it is not impossible that the department 
will get back. too, some day. 


Railroad Building Still On. 

The process of consolidation among the 
railroads does not seem to have stopped 
the building of more miles of road in 
Alabarna. Nor does the passage of the 
railroad elective commission bill by the 
legislature seem to have given progress 
a black eye. 

Since that bill was passed the announce: 
ment has been made that the Louisville 
and Nashville is going on with its 
Oneonta branch to the Tennessee river. 
President Blount, of the Union Springs 
and Northern, also announces that his 
road will at once push on to Tallassee, 
having the financial arrangements made.

Examiners Give Satisfaction. 

The law authorizing the governor to 
employ three examiners of public ac- 
counts, Once bitterly opposed, is more 
than justifying all that it was ever de- 
signed to accomrlish. : 

All the counties have been examined, 
and now the examiner simply takes up 
where the iast examiner left off. The 
rule used to be that numerous errors, and 
many of them questionable, were found, 
and the examination of many countles 
consumed weeks. 

Now the rule is that errors are small, 
none of them hint at wrong, examinations 
are speedily made, and the public service 
is improved all along the line. It has 
come to be no rare thing now that not a 
single error is found in any office in a 
county. 


New Depot for Moultrie. 

Moultrie, Ga., March 15.—-(Special.)—The 
Georgia Northern railroad has let the 
contract for its handsome new passenger 
depot and general office building to G. W. 
Milligan, of this city. The new structure 
is to go up just in front of the present 
site. It wl be a splendid building, and 
no expense will be spared in finishing it. 

The two waiting rooms, the ticket office, 
Offices of the train dispatcher and gen- 
eral freight and passenger agent will oc- 
cupy the first floor, while the other of- 
ficers of the road will have apartments 
in the second story.

Canada’s ‘‘Case.”’ 

Ottawa dispatches state that the 
Canadian government has sent a sec- 
ond remonstrance to the authorities 
of the British government with refer- 
ence to the action of the United States 


in naming Senators Lodge and Turner 
as “impartial jurists of repute” to pass 
upon the Alaskan boundary issue. In- 
asmuch as no expression has been 
given the Dominion government by 
the London authorities, it is noted 
that the impression prevails in Can- 
ada that the Canadian government 
might just as well prepare for defeat. 

“There is a feeling,” says the dis- 
patch referred to, “that the imperial 
authorities are so determined to keep 
on good terms with the United States 
that even at the risk of weakening im- 
perial sentiment in Canada they will 
give Canada’s case away. Certainly 
the Canadian protest will never be 
sent to Washington by the authort- 
ties in Downing street. It is pointed 
out that no provision has been made 
in the present treaty for ratification 
of the finding of the arbitrators by 
the parliament of Canada, and that, 
consequently, by consenting to the 
present reference, the Dominion gov- 
ernment has allowed itself to be trick- 
ed. either through ignorance or wil- 
fully.” 

Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper is quot- 
ed as pointing out that the practice 
common to the English and United 
States systems of judicature is that, 
on an appeal to an appellate court, 
where the court stands clearly divided 
and neither side wins the appeal, the 
case is ended for all time, and that 
such an event in the Alaskan case will 
mean the leaving of the United States 
in possession of the disputed terri- 
tory. 

It is sincerely to be hoped it will be 
found that the Canadian suspicions 
are well grounded. It is certainly 
true that the British government will 
make no representations to the Wash- 
ington authorities criticising the pres- 
ident‘s appointment of Senators Lodge 
and Turner on the ground that they

Should Raise the Maine. 

The announcement. that Foreign 
Minister Abarzuza has determined to 
suggest to the Spanish cabinet that 
steps be taken to have the wrecked 
battle ship Maine refloated in Havana 
harbor, in order to discover the cause 
of her sinking, will be read with in- 
terest throughout the United States. 

The Spaniards have always con- 
tended an investigation would show 
that the Maine was blown up from 
within, instead of from the outside. 
A good many people in this country, 
among them some naval experts, have 
taken the same position. The general 
opinion is, of course, that the destruc- 
tion of the Mainé, which precipitated 
the war with Spain, was the act of 
some Spaniards, but it has never been 
believed that the Spanish government 
was directly a party to any such act. 

Just why the Maine has not been 
raised before this is not easy to under- 
stand. The government of the United 
States should have long before this 
had the hulk lifted from the bottom

EUROPEAN DIPLOMATS WORKING |” 
TO STOP TROUBLE IN NEAR EAST 


(From the London Post.) 

It would seem that the chief 
Occupation of European diplomacy 
the present moment is to prevent 
explosion in the near east. The approv- 
ed method in such cases is to provide 
a safety valve, end this seems to be 
the purpose of the communication which 
the governments cf Russia and Austria- 
Hungary propose to make to the sultan. 

Any judgment on the subject must be 
based on three sets of factors; tor it 
must take into consideration the facts 
of the situation in the Balkan countries, 
it must recognize the reasons which in- 
duce the other great powers to act as 
they are doing, and it must be deter- 
mined by a clear yiew of the aims which 
should dominate British policy. 

The local situation in the near 
has been well described by our special 
correspondent. We shall attempt not to 
repeat what he has s&id, but rather to 
show that the particular state of things 
which causes uneasiness today is but 
one phase of a development that has 
long been going on, and to the na- 
ture of which a series of observers of 
the first rank have recorded a practi- 
cally unanimous judgment. 

The chief observers were Lord Strat- 
ford de Redclyffe, Moltke, and the his- 
torian, Ranke. Each of these great men 
had in his day a full knowledge of Tur- 
key, of the races that lived in the 
tan’s dominions, and of the character- 
istics of the Turkish system. Each of 
them cherished a high regard, based on 
personal knowledge, for the Turks, and 
two of them at least enjoyed the friend- 
ship of Turkish sultans. The problem 
which they all considered was caused 
by the peculiar mixture of races in 
parts of the Turkish empire. 

In almost every part of 
Europe the ‘furks§ themselves 
minority living among a majority 
those who in the fifteenth century 
been conquered, but who, except in bos- 
nia, had remained outside the pale of 
Islam. In the Turkish system the gov- 
ernment was of Islam; the infidel could 
have no part in it; he could be tolerated, 
but he could have no rignts—he was of 
necessity an Uitlander. This arrangement 
was unquestioned as long as the sultans 
were still conquerors; as long as the em- 
pire was expanding.

That is the local situation which at- 
tracts the attention of the powers, first 
of Austria-Hungary, because Austria- 
Fiungary is the neig@bor both of 
Macedonia and Servia, and next tg 
Russia because she has a fra- 
ditional interest in the future of 
Turkey and of all that was once Turkey. 
Those two powers have come to some 
agreement as to what should be sug- 
gested to the sultan. We do not know 
precisely what their proposals are: they 
are believed to take the form of ree. 
ommending the mildest dose of European. 
ized administration for Macedonia that 
in their judgment is consistent at the 
same time with the preservation of peace 
and of order, and with the maintenance 
of the sultan’s authority. These afe two 
excellent aims. Moreover, the agreement 
of Austria-Hungary and _ Russia aims 
also, and above all, at preventing such a 
general disturbance as has usually led 
to the intervention of one or both of 
them, and to a conflict between their pol- 
icies. It is a sincere effort to postpone 
ulterior questions, and is based on the 
maintenance of Turkey as a power. In 
all these aims we believe that a British 
government may sincerely concur. The 
details of the proposed arrangement in 
@iacedonia are in no way of direct in- 
terest to Great Britain, and her states- 
men have so often been wrong in their 
views of what arrangements would or 
would not work in European Turkey and 
in their forecasts of the effect of particu’ 
lar arrangements that it would perhaps 
be a good thing for once that they should 
assent to the scheme proposed by others.

CITY IN NEED 
OF EQUIPMENT 


Commissioner H. L. Collier 
Agrees With Don- | 
aldson, 


Commissioner H. L. Collier, of the de- 
partment of public works, is making 
complaint about his equipment. He de- 
Clares that it is impossible with it to do 
the character of work he would like to 
accomplish. 

During the recent meeting of the board 
of county commissioners Captain Thomas 
Donaldson made mention of the fact that 
the city department of public works is 
poorly equipped. In speaking of the 
Statement of Captain Donaldson yester- 
gay Commissioner Collier said: 

“Captain Donaldson is about’ correct. 
Think of it! Atlanta, with 150 miles of 
streets, a large per cent unpaved, over 
-00 miles of brick sidewalks and many 
miles of sewers to keep in repair, and 
Only fifty head of stock, two road ma- 
chines, one steam roller, one small 
sprinkler and twenty-five wagons consti- 
tute the equipment of her public Works 
department! i have begged for an equip- 
ment such as the needs of the depart- 
ment demand for more than two years 
to no purpose. Instead of getting more 
I have less—fifty mules against sixty- 
four. Of the fifty head of stock 1 now 
have twenty-nine came over from my 
predecessor and range in age from 15 to 
2) years, 

“To be properly equipped the depart- 
ment should have another steam roller, 
four dump wagons (to be pulled by the 
steam pollers), a movable rock crusher 
and thirty more mules than we have. 
Then I should be allowed to sell another 
batch of the oldest mules, say ten or 
fifteen, and, if prices were good, twenty. 
The dump wagons above referred to are 
great economizers. They carry about 
three yards of stone at a load. Two men 
manage the steam roller and cars. They 
are filled from the bins at the crusher, 
are carried to the road in course of con- 
struction and there automatically 
dumped, spreading the broken stone in 
uniform layers of any desired thickness 
more evenly than could be done by men 
with shovels. 

Need for Steam Rollers. 

“A steam roller with four cars would 
deliver and distribute on a street in a 
day more than ten wagons and twenty- 
five men could deliver and distribute. 
These wagons are provided with wheels, 
the front wheels being 6 inches wide and 
the rear wheels 10 inches wide, so that 
both the roller and the wagons contin- 
ually improve the streets over which 
the stone is .auled.. These wagons do 
not eat in rainy weather. They save at 
least 60 per cent on the cost of team 
hauling. We should also have two eight- 
point gang or beam plows, such as are 
universally used by California. ranchers. 
There they work ten horses to each plow 
and with one driver eight furrows are 
made at a time. Such plows we eould 
use in grading streets, the motive power 
being our steam rollers. These steam 
rollers can also be made to#pull the road 
machines with which we shape up the 
streets after they have been roughly 
graded by the prison forces. These are 
of the modern labor saving ma- 
chines a well posted individual would 
supply himself with were he in Atlanta’s 
place. 

“Such needed additions to our equip- 
ment would cost approximately as fol- 
lows: 

One steam roller 

One movabie crusher.... 

Four dump wagons...... 

Two beam plows...... . 

Thirty mules 

One new two-horse sprinkler........ 200 
Ten sets new harness 


$10,490 
“This amount could be reduced by sale 
of twelve old mules at $75 each, say $900, 
leaving net cost of $9,590. With such addi- 
tional equipment -we could save consider- 
ably each year to the city over present 
expenses of street work, certainly more 
than 33 1-3 per cent of cost of these addi- 
tions. In making these comments I am 
not finding fault with the present finance 
committee. I really belleve they have 
given us all that could be given, treating 
other departments fairly. I only wish 
they had more money to distribute. 
“The above are my sentiments as com- 
As a taxpayer I am of the 
opinion that the county forces should do 
at least 75 per cent of their work within 
the city limits. We furnish four-fifths of 
the commissioners and equally as large 
a per cent of the funds,”

HAVE BEEN SENT 


Work of American Society 
Shown at the Annual 
Meeting. 


Washington, -.arch 15.—The Washing- 
ton annual meeting of the American 
Tract Society was held this evening in 
the Metropolftan- Presbyterian church, 
Rev. Dr. George N. Luccock, pastor. Mr. 
Justice Brewer, of the supremé court, 
presided. The Rev. Judson Swift, field 
secretary at New York, gave a bricf re- 
port, and General O. O,. Howard delivered 
an earnest and eloquent address. ye The 
report stated that the society .was or- 
ganized seventy-eight years ago ‘“‘to dif- 
fuse a knowledge of Christ as the re- 
deemer of sinners” by means of the print- 
ed page. 

During the year publications have been 
issued in English, German, Italian, Bo- | 
hemian, Polish, Hungarian, Spanish, 
Benga, Fang and Marshall Island, and 
the number of distinct publications now 
reaches nearly 9,000, of which over 2,000 
are volumes. The whole niimber of pub- 
lications for seventy-eight years issued 
from the home office, including volumes, 
tracts and periodicals, reached nearly 
800,000,000, which does not include the mil- 
lions of tracts and volumes issued at 
missionary stations in foreign lands. The 
number of périodicals printed and dis- 
tributed in the past twelve months aggre- 
gates 1,750,000, and the number of. lan- 
guages or dialects in which the society 
has published is 156, 

Union missionary colportage carries the 
gospel message on the printed page to 
those in spiritual destitution, combining 
the press and voice. It is a house to 
house visitation. A colporteur in a year 
Visits about 12,000 souls, and leaves in 
their homes about 2,000 volumes. The re- 
Sults of colportage for sixty-two years 
show 15,166,743 family visits, 16,436,477 vol- 
umes distributed and 8,866,698 cases of 
which prayer was offered or a word of 
@xhortation given. 

Seven hundred and thirty-nine thou- 


sand immigrants arrived in the United 
States during 1902, and the tract society 
is furnishing colporteurs to labor among 
them in their homes and places of em- 
ployment, distributing Christian litera- 
ture in the language or dialect which 
they speak. The evangelizing of these 
people, the report says, is a work of na- 
tional importance. 

The total distribution of Christian lit- 
erature in the Spanish language for the 
year aggregates 2,000,000 pages, the great- 
er part of which has been sent to the 
mission stations in the islands. The re- 
port includes the publication of a Sunday 
school paper in Spanish, the first ‘of its 
kind ever issued. Good work has been 
done in the army and navy. 

By means of colporteur wagons, Chris- 
tian literature is placed in the Mormon 
homes for the express purpose of reach- 
ing the children and youth. In the for- 
eign fields grants of cash have been 
made through local tract or publishing 
societies to aid in providing a native 


Christian literature at the mission sta- 
tions in Europe, Africa, Asia and the 
islands of the sea. The demand for 
Christian literature in the mission sta- 
tions throughout the world is greater 
than it has been for three-quarters of a 
century. The call for the society's pub- 
lications and for additional colporteurs 
is ever increasing and pressing, and an 
earnest appeal is made for funds.

Gouncil Will Adopt Resolution 
~ About Proposed Issue, 


‘Police Pay, Peachtree Sidewalks, 
Dog Kennels and Other Matters 
of Public Interest Will Be 
Discussed in Session 
This Afternoon. 


An interesting session of council wil 
be held this afternoon. The meeting: will 
begin at 3 o'clock and will probably last 


for a couple of hours. 

The question of referring to the voters 
of Atlanta the proposition to issue $800,000 
in bonds, $400,000 to be devoted to improv- 
ing the water works system and $400,000 
to improving the sewer system, will be 
disposed of. It is believed that there will 
be no debate on this question, as council 
is practically unanimous in desiring the 
bonds issued. 

From the committee on sewers and the 
ordinance committee will come a reso- 
lution declaring April 22 as the date for 
the bond election. The same resolution 
will appropriate for the electicn and the 
campaign $600 apportioned by the finance 
committee for the purpose of holding 
elections. The resolution will also au- 
thorize Mayor Howell to appoint a spe- 
cial committee of five, to be selected from 
the committees on waterworks, sewers 
and finance, which committee will expend 
the $600 and conduct the campaign for the 
bonds. 

This resolution 
adopted by council. 
Gross Receipts Correct. 

The special committee, of which Coun- 
cilman Winn is chairman, which exam- 
ined the books of the Georgia railway 
andd Electric Company, will report that 
the gross receipt tax reecntly paid the 
city by the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company was correct and was, in fact, 
1 per cent of the- gross reecipts of the 

company. 

From the ordiance committee also will 
come a favorable recommendation upon 
the resolution of Councilman Terrell in- 
creasing the pay of officers in the de- 
uartment of police. There will doubtless 
be some discussion regardding this mat- 
ter, but few members believe the officers 
will be given an increase of pay, because 
there is not enough  unappropriated 
money in the treasury for the puropse. 

From the street committee will come 
a favorable recommendation upon the 
resolution which condemns all brick side- 
walks on both sides of Peachtree street 
from Ellis street to the city limits, and 
which provides that they must be re- 
placed with hexagon tiles. There will 
also be a favorable recommendation from 
the street committee upon a resolution 
which provides that stone flagging that 
stretches from building to curb must be 
laid on Peachtree street from Ellis to the 
viaduct. 

Councilman Kev will introduce an ordi- 
nance providing that dog kennels cannot 
be maintained inside the city limits ex- 
cept with the consent of all residents in 
the blocks where they are located, and 
only then upon payment of a license tax. 

This will probably cause a debate. 
Members of the Atlanta Knnnel Club 
have announced that they will have a 
delegation before council to keep the or- 
dinance from passing and there will, 
therefore, doubtless be much dog talk 
during the sesion.

Dr Broughton Renews fight 
on “Society Gambling,” 


Announced That His Church Would 
Take Part in Twentieth Centu- 
ry Revival Since Unita- 
rians Had Been Shut 
Out. 


Len G. Broughton made two an- 
Tabernacle 


Rev. 
nouncements at the Baptist 
last night which were of unusual interest. 
One concerned what he termed “society 
gambling,”’ and the other that his church 
had decided to take part in the twentieth 
century revival since the Unitarians had 
been barred by a creed they did not ac- 
cept. 

Fully three thousand people were pres- 
ent, the large edifice being crowded both 
downstairs and in the gallery. 

Before beginning his sermon Dr. 
Broughton said that he would postpone 
his full remarks on “‘society gambling” 
until next Sunday, because investigations 
along certain lines were in progress and 
would not be concluded until the last 


of this week. 

‘This society gambling is a most vital 
question,” he stated, ‘‘and one in which 
many people throughout the state are 
deeply interested. I am seeking to get 
the opinions on the subject of prominent 
men, principally lawyers. How far are 
we to let this class of gambling go on 
among our society women and not call 
a halt? The women openly defy the 
law and the courts are showing the white 
feather and do not deal with this kind 
of gambling. In pursuing this matter it 
is our intention and purpose to create an 
atmosphere that will eventually strike 
down this very, very damnable practice.” 

Will Take Part in Revival. 

Dr..Broughten next spoke of the twen- 
tieth century revival, which is now going 
on in the city, and said: 

“} take pwasure in making the an- 
nouncement of the twenlieui century re- 
vival which is now in progress in the cily.

“Many people have criticised our posi- 
tion, wnile many others have applauded 
us. But we have cared tor neither. Lnere 
has been nothing more seltied in our 
minds than that the réiigion of Christ 
can cooperate Wilh nothing that does not 
embrace the Cross, 

“But we are ail glad, 1 am sure, that 
what seemed to be the original policy of 
recognizing denominations which do not 
stand for the essentiality of the deity of 
Christ and wine blood of the atonement 
has been abandoned and that only those 
who can support these old foundation 
doctrines are invited to come in. This of 
itself puts us in line with the movement. 
And under present circumstances our 
prayer is for God to speed it. We shall 
be glad to give such aid to it as we can. 
Of course, our church can hold no meet- 
ings in connection with it, for we are all 
run down with meetings, but in so far as 
the brethren of the committee may see 
fit to use us we offer ourselves. 

“In taking the position which we did 
it was never intended as a criticism of 
the motives of any. We have ever re- 
gretted our inability to join heartily in 
what seemed to be an effort to evangelize 
this city. But under first conditions we 
were simply unable to do so. There is 
no doubt but that if the old gospel of the 
cross and an uncompromising war 
against sin in high and low places is 
sounded from every church in this city 
the devil will be gloriously defeated and 
many souls saved. May God grant it so.’’

CREW SUFFERED TORTURES 


Man Who Was on Wrecked Schooner 


Tells Story. 

Charleston, 3. C., March 15.—(Special.) 
Jacob Johnson, who sailed from Charles- 
ton on the ill-fated schooner Anna L.. 
Mulford, which was lost, has returned 
here after an eventful career on the 
sea.

London, March 14.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Just at present, both Jer- 
ome K. Jerome and E. F. Benson are in- 
finitely less interested in their. ordinary 
employment of cencocting pilots and ‘‘sit- 
uations’’ and constructing dialogue than 
in the fascinations of ‘‘making figure

It 
true Solomon made her quite a handsome 
gift, but there was nothing in her de- 
meanor that showed that she had any 
eye in that direction. Many critics have 
read this into her visit. It is very easy 
to do. Indeed, it is always easy for one 
who has money imagine that his 
friends are after it. I sometimes feel 
that the rich are to be pitied at. this 
point. It is so hard for them to imagine 
that they are not loved and respected 
for what they have. I have a few some- 
what wealthy friends, and I must confess 
that I am constantly afraid to show 
them any appreciation lest they will 
think I am endeavoring to get something 
from them. That is one of the disadvan- 
tages of wealth. While it draws those 
who are seeking it, it repels many who 
otherwise would be attracted to the pos- 
sessor, lest their motives might be im- 
pugned. Perhaps that is the reason why 
some folks shun some of us. They are 
afraifi we will think they are after some 
of our money. However, we would like 
to assure them that we will not misjudge 
their motives in this respect. 


Desired Wisdom. 


“The one thing that drew the queen of 
Sheba to Solomon, and made her un- 
Gertake such a long journey was that 
she might obtain his wisdom. The rec- 
ord says, ‘When the queen of Sheba heard 
of the fame of Solomon concerning the 
name of the Lord, she came to prove him 
with hard questions.” How she heard 
of this we do not know.

A hun- 
dred years ago the world slept in isolo- 
tion; nations were locked up to them- 
selves. But how about it today? Why, 
the world is practically united. In a 
very short time we will be able to sit 
at our desks and talk to the islands of 
the sea, and the continents far beyond. 
What means all this? Is it purely that 
men may carry out their selfish purpose, 
is it that nations may grow rich? This 
may seem so to some-—-God pity them. I 
believe first it is to the end that the ma- 
jesty of God may be realized. Oh, Chris- 
tian friends, let us cease separating the 
sacred from the seclar. There is noth- 
ing that God has ever touched that is 
purely secular. The laboratories of the 
world in which the ereat inventions of 
man have been worked out are in the pur- 
rose of God pu!pits:from which His will 
goes forth. We cannot understand this 
now; we are Jooking at men and crown- 
ing them as great, and surely they are, 
but let us not forget that it is God, after 
all, at work through man His purpose to 
accomplish.

Howbeit I believed 
not the words, until I came, and mine 
eyes have seen it; and, behold, the half 
was not told me; thy wisdom and pros- 
perity exceedeth the fame which I heard. 
Happy are thy men, happy are these thy 
servants, which stand continually before 
thee, and that hear thy wisdom.’ 

“Then the crowning declaration is 
heard: ‘Blessed be the Lord thy God, 
which delighted in thee, to set thee on 
tue throne of Israel.’ What a glorious 
gratification this was. She was seeking, 
and found the blessing. How much like 
God in all His dealings with the world. 
There has never been presented to Him 
a seeking soul that did not find the light. 
What a change this was so gloriously 
wrought. Yonder in Sheba, bound down 
in heathen darkness, she hears the good 
news which leads her across the coun- 
trv to God's messenger. Now she boldly 
declares her faith in his God. 

“There is also a lesson in her bold 
declaration. One trouble with the world 
today is cowardice. It Its especially true 
o* Christian people. Why, I cannot Say. 
There are hundreds and thousands of 
people who in their hearts believe in God 
and accept His religion, but their lips are 
sealed and the world knows it not. Only 
the other day I was talking with a young 
woman who has been a believer for a 
number of years, but she said she never 
had any peace. I asked her if she had 
ever made an open declaration of her 
faith. She said, ‘I have been too timid.’ 
I said, ‘You too timid, my child, to de- 
clare an acceptance of a Savior who died 
to save you? Look at his nail prints; 
look at His wounded side; and hear His 
groan of agony, all for your sake. Are 
you too timid to confess Him your Lord 
and Master? She hung her head and 
said, ‘I have been, but by the help of 
God the world shall know it hereafter.” 
Men and women, hear me, do you believe 
in Jesus Christ, have you. been a secret 
fcllower of Him? Come out of your hid- 
ing; tear the robe off; bare your heart 
to the world, and jet God and man know 
where you stand. Oh, for a baptism of 
courage to take possession of the people 


of God.

Christ Immortalized. 

“We come now to the closing chapter 
in her life. Having received most magnifi- 
cent gifts from Solomon she returns. The 
after results we cannot give. 

“The only thought which will occupy 
our attention is the reference Jesus made 
to her in those immortal words: ‘The 
queen of the south shall rise up in the 
judgment with this generation, and shall 
condemn it: for she came from the utter- 
most parts of the earth to hear the wis- 
dom of Solomon; and, bdehold, a greater 
than Solomon is here.’ How strtking this 
utterance of Jesus. Solomon was a great 
man. His fame went far and near. So 
mighty was it that it drew from her home 
this immortal woman. But says Jesus, ‘A 
greater than Solomon is here, referring 
to himself as the Son of God, the Savior 
of man.’ If the queen of Sheba will trav- 
e! so far to see and learn of the wisdom 
of Solomon, how much more should the 
people of this generation be willing to 
struggle to know and realize the power 
of the Christ of God. How painfully easy 
we take such privileges today. Sometimes 
I think the very liberties of our time 
will rise up to damn us in the judgment. 
I remember one cay being in Castle Gar- 
den and observed the landing of the im- 
migrants, 3,000 or 4,000 of them, In that 
motley company there was a Russian, 
a Stundist as he was called. He belonged 
to a religious sect in Russia, but was 
not allowed ever to preach Christ, so 
he gathered his family about him and 
came all the way to this country that 
he might tell of the love of Jesus in his 
heart. Through an interpreter he said to 
me, ‘Oh, sir, for the past thirty yéars, 


isince I have had this love in my heart 


I have almost died to tell it, but I 
couldn't; my country would not let me. 
1 could only talk to my family, and 
learning that there was a counutry over 
here where I could tell it, we came over, 
and thank God we are here to tell 
of the love of Jesus.’ Oh, friend, 
have you~ got this love in your 
heart today? Tell it. Don't let anything 
shut the valve. Open it wide and let the 
truth flow to earth’s remotest bounds, the 
love of Jesus. 

“Sinner friend, have you yet found this 
Jesus, this greater than Solomon? If not, 
let me implore you in the light of the 
coming judgment, when this form once 
so lovely will again come as a testimony 
for righteousness. I beg you to make 
the journey tonight to Jesus. You have 
not to go by way of Sinai’s craggy sum- 
mit; there where you sit is Jesus. Fling 
the heart’s door cpen and let His kingly 
love flood your soul.” 
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A very delightful service was given to 
“the boys’’ at the Federal prison yes- 
terday afternoon. 

After the singing of the old gospel 
hymn, “Blessed Assurance” by the au- 
dience, the choir of the Central Congre- 
gational church, consisting of Miss Ma- 
rie Evans, soprano; Miss Alice Thomas, 
alto; Mr. W. H. Lowe, tenor; Mr. A. A. 
Morell, bass; Mr. D. E. Shumaker, sec- 
ond tenor, and Mr. Y. A. Kellogg, first 
bass, with R. J. Robbins as organist, 
rendered some beautiful numbers, ‘“‘Rock 
of ‘‘Ages,”” “O Morning Land,” “O For 
the Wings of a Dove,” “Hark, Hark my 
Soul.’’ These hymns were sung with so 
much feeling, led by Miss Evans, as to 
enlist the deepest interest of the men 
from beginning to end. The service was 
most enjoyable. 

Rev, Dr. F. E. Jenkyns, pastor of the 
Central Congregational church, preach- 
ed a highly interesting discourse from 
Romans i, 16, laying stress upon the 
words of the second sentence of the 
verse, “For it fs the power of God unto 
salvation to every one that believeth.’ 
and dividing this into three subject mat- 
ters, “The Power of God,” “As exerted 
unto salvation,’’ “Put forth in opera- 
tion to every one that believeth.” 

“The power of Ged as seen in nature, in 
the physical universe, in the wind, in 
the lightning, inn the whole la doratory 
of nature, is utilized by man adapting 
everyt'§ing to the forces around and 
about him. The power of the Almighty 
is seen everywhere we turn and it is 
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in the power of man to adapt it or allow 
it to direct aright all things for man's 
good and use. 

‘‘But all this ig physical force. The pow- 
er of God referred to in the text is the 
silent power that enters the human life 
to bring it up to moral excellence—a 
power-of salvation now in the time of 
this mortal life. And it is manifested 
strongly, faithfuly, unerringly, helpful. 
ly to all to place themselves under its 
benign influence. It is ‘the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that be. 
lleveth,’ not any set of men or any class 
of individuals, but to all men, wherever 
they may be, and whatever may 
be their sphere of living—the condi- 
tion {!s only to him that believeth. He 
is the Savior of all men and would have 
every one to be saved and to come to 
a knowledge of the truth.’ 
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At St. Mark church Dr. Alonzo Monk, 
the pastor, preached at the afternoon hour 
from the text, Matthews v, 8: ‘Blessed 
are the pure in heart for they shall see 
God,” 

He said in part: 

“The repetition of the subject purity of 
heart is authorized by Its great value. 
Our hearts are obdurate. We need to 
have recalled to us the mercies and won- 
ders of God. When Israel crossed the 
Red sea a pile of stones was erected to 
mark the spot where the miracle had been 
wrought. When Jesus died on Calvary he 
monumentalized it by the Lord’s supper 
that he had instituted just before, lest 
we forget, lest we forget. 

“The sermon on the mount Is projected 
in parts, concatenated in logical and mu- 


sical sequence. Any disarrangement of the | , 
Wilt 


parts would dislocate the meaning. The 
first beatitude regards the poor in spirit. 
This is the foundation. God cannot work 


with any other kind of spirit, this in all 


reverence. 

“The text is more or less figurative. 
Jesus used largely of figures of speech, 
because of the people and the paucity of 
language. Language is a matter of 
growth, and when we consider the state 
of language then and now we can under- 
stand this. 

“The physical heart has for centuries 
been considered the seat and home of life, 
the vital point. 
heart carries out the same thought. The 
referenceg to the heart in scriptures bear 
this statement through. God asks that 
we shall have pure hearts; more than 
that, He says that without purity of heart 
we shall not see God. The world is hun- 
gry for the sight of God. It has spent 
more money and effort in this direction 
than any other. Science has probed deep 
into the earth and leaped beyond the 
starry and milky ways in the search after 
God. The book says we cannot find him 
out by searching. 

‘Man may sé€e God by the spiritual fac- 
ulties, corresponding with the physical 
parts of man. Assuming that God wills 
that the good may see Him, we know that 
the clarity of view will be allowed to 
those whose hearts are pure, and will be 
denied to those whose hearts are not 
pure. ' 

“God has provided méans to purify 
every heart. His remédy is sufficient for 
every case. The human will must Sub- 
mit absolutely to the cleansing power 
of the blood of Jesus Christ. It is a 
ease of God wills, man wills not—God 
cannot if man will not. All may have 
pure hearts if we will seek the Lord 
and give ourselves entirely to His will.’’ 

No announcement as to occupying the 
new church was made, except that a 
week's notice will be given of the change 
of hour and location for services. 
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Before his sermon yesterday, the min- 
ister, Rev. -W. H. McGlauflin, called at- 
tention to the endeavor now being made 
to locate the Presbyterian university in 
Atlanta and heartily commended the 
same. He also said an emphatic word in 
favor of the daily meetings now in 
progresss in the Block building, and urg- 
ed all his people to lend their presence 
and assistance in every possible way. 

Two series of sermons were announced 
—one for the morning and the other 
for the evening hours of Sunday wor- 
ship—and both to conclude at Easter. 
These sermons will be in accord with 
religious endeavor cf the gospel campaign 
committee, and will aim to arouse the 
mind and quicken the heart, to the end 
that the Holy Spirit may come in and 
bless the life. The morning theme for the 
course Is '‘The Great Invitation,’’ and 
embraces five sermons as follows: ‘'The 
Invitation to Seek the Kingdom of God;”’ 
“The Invitation to Those Not Far from 
the Kingdom;"' “The Invitation to Those 
of Little Faith,” and ‘‘The Invitation to 
Those Who Mourn for Loved Ones 
Gone.” 

The night sermons include the following 
texts—the texts indicating the general 
theme of ‘‘Warnings Against Sin:’”’ 

“These Shall Go Away Into Eternal 
Punishment;"* “I Am Tormented in This 
Fiame;” “It Shall Not Be Forgiven Him:”’ 
“Cut It Down; Why Cumbereth It the 
Ground,” and “The Lake Which Burn- 
eth with Fire and Brimstone.” 

Yesterday morning the sermon was on 
the first of the course above stated. The 
text was Matthew vi, 33: ‘‘Seek ye first 
the kingdom of God and His righteous- 
ness, and all these things shall be ada- 
ed unto you.” 

Dr. McGlauflin said, in part: 

“The invitation of God to his people to 
live the life of the spirit comes in varied 
language. It is written in the sea and 
in the stars, and in the soul. It pervades 
the Bible with increasing emphasis and 
ever-widening reach. 

“In Genesis the invitation to salvation 
is to a few: “ome thou and thy house- 
hold into the ark.’ In Isaiah, it {fs a na- 
tion. To all Israel the words are pro- 
claimed, ‘Come, let us reason together; 
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though your sins be as scarlet they shall 
be white as snow.’ 

“In Matthew the Master speaks to all 
the world: ‘Come unto me, ye who are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest.’ 
The first invitation is to physical salva- 
tion; the second moral; the last spirit- 
ual—the rest and joy of heart and the 
help of others to 4nd the same. The first 
is an earnest call; the second is an ap- 
peal, and the last js a perpetual impor- 
tunity. 

“Seeking is more than to wish, to aim 
or to have an ideal. The Saxon original 
means to ‘try,’ to ‘practice,’ to ‘strive,’ 
as when ones goes from quest to con- 
quest. In one form it means to ‘fight.’ 
Life is a battle. In the contest for the 
g00d, why should not every power be in 
action to its ccmplete capacity? Why use 
all ability possessed in a mere fisticuff, 
and then in a battle for the good; a 
battle for God, be languid and lazy and 
laggard? The proverb is true which 
reads, ‘Ye shall find me when ye seek 
me with all your heart.’ 

“The hymn is true which sings, 
I must fight if I would win.’ * 

“But the seeking may not be difficult 
or burdensome. ‘God worketh in you, 
both to will and to do of His good 
pleasure,’ if you will let Him. Evermore 
God is seeking man. Evermore He Is say- 
ing, ‘I have set before thee an open 
door, and no man can shut it’—the door 
to the kingdom of God. But we men shut 


‘Sure, 


| the door to our own selfish, sinful king- 


dom, our dwarfed and prejudiced lives, 
and so prevent ourselves from entering 
God's open door to eternal life. Still He 
seeks us. Still the Christ stands at the 
door and knocks, and waits, and knocks 
again, with a divine patience and persis- 
tency, seeking to gain admission to every 
life that He may lead to God. 


* ‘Knocking—knocking! Who is there? 
Waiting—waiting! O, how fair, 

Fcr a pilgrim, strange and kingly, 
Never such was seen before, 

Ah, my soul, for such a wonder, 
thou not undo the door? ” 
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An unusually large congregation greeted 
Dr. W. W. Landrum at the First Baptist 
church yesterday morning. Dr. Alonzo 
Monk, pastor of St. Marks church, was 
present and assisted in the services. 

Dr. Landrum chose for his text Rom- 
i, 16: ‘“‘The power of God unto salva- 
tion to everyone that believeth.’ He said 
in part: 

“Ancient Rome, which sat upon its seven 
hills and rule@d the world, was the seat 
and center of universal power. It was 
physical power, wherein man Is akin to 
brutes. God's power, on the other hand, 
is spiritual power. God's power is love 
power, because God is love. When God 
made love omnipotent, He made it in- 
carnate. The gospel is the incarnation of 
God's love in the perso nof Jesus Christ."’ 

In treating the subject, the first point 
was this: ‘‘The gospel is God’s power for 
convicting the human heart of its colos- 
sal sin, which is the rejection of His only 
begotten Son, the only name known 
among men and given unto heaven where- 
by we must be saved. The cross of the 
dying Christ exhibited in letters of fire 
three. great doctrines. First, how bad 
man may be at his worst, as seen in the 
motives and conduct of those who cru- 
cified the Christ; second, how good, in- 
finiteiy beyond man's thought, God may 
be in offering free pardon to the slayers 
of Christ; third, the unspeakable guilt of 
disbelief, which is practically a vote of 
want of confidence in either God's love 
or Christ’s self-sacrifice. 

“Disbelief is more than unbelief. Un- 
belief is mental inability. Disbelief is a 
perverted will, and necessarily implies a 
bad moral character. Unbelief may necd 
further instruction, kindness, patience 
and long suffering. Disbelief is wholly 
wicked. Its mask should be stripped off. 
It should be exposed in all its native hid- 
eousness.”’ 
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Dr. John E. White, the pastor, preach- 
ed on “Nearness to the Kingdom’ last 
night at the Second Baptist church. A 
very fine congregation assembled at the 
service. 

The text was in Mark xii, 34: “And 
when Jesus saw that he answered dis- 
crtetly, He said unto him, Thou art not 
far from the kingdom.” 

Dr. White said, in part: 

“When Luke lays aside his pen in the 
record of the many acts of the Apostles 
under the power of the Holy Spirit, the 
last fact he records is that, ‘Paul dwelt 
two whole years in his own hired house 
and received all who came in unto him, 
preaching the kingdom of God.’ In words 
very like these the beginning of the 
Zospel is stated, ‘In those days came 
John the Baptist preaching “Repent ye 
for the kingdom of heaven is at hand." 

“Between these two widely separated 
voices is another, louder, clearer, more 
authoritative, but with the same refrain, 
‘And Jesus went through every city and 
village preaching and showing the g00d 
tidings of the kingdom of God and the 
twelve were with Him.’ Evidently, Jesus 
Christ was an enthusiast and the king- 
dom of God was His enthusiasm. Into 
that repeated and reemphasized theme He 
pressed all that He had to say to men, 
all that He had to give men and aH*the 
truth He had for men. ) 

“It is said by Ian Maclaren, tn his ‘Mind 
of the Master:' ‘Every prophet of the 
first order has his own message and it 
crystallizes into a favorite idea. With 
Moses the ruling idea was Law: with 
Confucius it was Morality: with Buddha 
it was Renunciation: with Mohammed it 
was God; with Socrates it was the Soul. 
With the Master it was the kingdom of 
God,’ Christ opened His own mission 
with the words, ‘Repent for the kingdom 
of heaven is at hand.” He took that 
cry from the dying lips of John and bore 
it aloud in a diviner and fuller mean- 
ing. He set up the banners of its di- 
vine empire in the midst of an unbeliey- 
ing and gainsaying generation. He x- 
horted all men to make every sacrifice 
to enter its citizenship. He unfolded its 
meaning in quaint parable and homely 
Sayings. He urged it, pressed it to the 
front and kept it at the front on every 
occasion. And when He met a man of 
honest heart and sincere purpose and a 
teachable disposition, the best praise He 
could give, the cheeriest word He could 
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render was ‘Thou art not far from the 
kingdom of God.’ 

“Christ preached the kingdom of God, 
not as a far-off divine event toward which 
the whole creation moves, but a present 
reality. Its import was not Utoptan, its 
outlook not a golden age, as other proph- 
ets had taught, but a kingdom at hand, 
then and there. 
to be; it was. 

“The Jews had 
hope until they had become a nation of 
dreamers. Their faith had lost its ap- 
propriating power. Religion had lost its 
hold upon practical life. The temple was 
an open sepulcher full of dead men's 
bones, though its incense and burnt of- 
ferings were lavish. Into that dead waste 
of life; into that dry-eyed dreaming of 
religion, the Son of God stood forth and 
cried incessantly, ‘Behold! Behold! The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand.’ Here and 
now! Today! Today! Salvation has 
come unto the house, Oh, Israel!’ 

“Tl am not sure, my brothers, but that 
it is that message—a present kingdom of 
God—we need today. We, too, are to be- 
come dreamers about tke kingdom. Over- 
much we have read our thoughts and our 
attitudes of ard toward the kingdom out 
of the Apcalypse and too little from the 
words of Christ. With many Christ's 
second coming has obscured the message 
of His first coming. Do we pray the 
pattern prayer as Christ taught it, when 
we pray it through 2 telescope, “Thy 
kingdom come?’ It is a prayer of wel- 
come, of appropriation, and of immediate 
recepticn. Its emphasis is upon the pres- 
ent as well as upon the future. The king- 
dom of Great Britain nas come to South 
Africa. However it got there, it is there 
as a fact and a foree. Many there have 
not received it. Joseph Chamberlain 1s 
the man chiefly responsible for its being 
there. He is just concluding a visit to 
that country. What was he there for? 
He was there preaching the kingdom of 
Great Britain. Suppose some of those 
who have in good faith accepted it should 
ask him to teach them how to feel, how 
to talk. how to pray, about the kingdom 
cf Great Britain politically? What would 
be more to the point than for him to say, 
‘After this manner pray ye, “Oh, kingdom 
of Great Britain, hail and welcome. Come 
and have ‘4orinion over us.” That Is 
what the Lord’s Prayer means 

“The kingdom of God is not mercty to 
te worked for, If is to be werked In. 
Christ has brought: we are to receive it-- 
eet it up—exterd it to the uttermost parts 
of the earth. It is coming and always 
coming, and itis coming more and more. 
thank God. every day; and it will come in 
fullness as God hast said it, but it ts 
coming, because it has come. It is in At- 
lanta today. Heaven is its capital, and 
we are here its citizerns—citizens. of the 
kinerdom of heaven on earth. 

“And now I make a point that clearly 
issues from th@ incident and the text. 
The kingdom of God Is not far from any 
man. though many are verv far from the 
kingdom. Paul said to the Athenians, 
speaking of ‘the unknown God," ‘Though 
He be not far from any of you.’ The 
roet has rut that truth of God's near- 
ness In beautiful lines— 
‘Speak to*Him thou 

spirit may meet; 
Closer is He than breathing and nearer 
than hands afd feet.’ 

‘Lut, suppose a man does not want to 
speak to Him—has no words, no wish, no 
praver, no hunger for God? Suppose he 
is living a sordid, selfish and idolatrous 
iife, what of him? Is he near the king- 
dom? The kingdom is not far from him. 
but is he not very far from the kingdom? 
Christ told His disciples when they went 
into a city and the people degpised their 
message, to leave it, but to say, ‘How 
be it known ye that the kingdom of God 
has come nigh unto you?’ There are 
many people in Atlanta like that. They 
are like the blind man—the light all abour 
and near, but they are blind and are far 
from seeing the light: 

“Here is another—and it is the main 
point here: ‘Not far from the kingdom’ is 
rot in it. This was the case with this 
honest scribe. Christ indicates what He 
meant by being ‘not far from the king- 
dom. when He saw that He answered 
discreetly.’ ‘Trat is to say. was qa sincere 
man—intellectualiy honest--a genuine 
doubter. 

“Doubt is not a sin. The honest doubt- 
er is«‘not far from the kingdom.’ An 
honest doubter doubts with his face to- 
ward the door of the kingdom; the dis- 
honest doubter scoffs with his hack to the 
door. That is just the difference between 
Pilate the sceptic and Thomas the scep- 
tic. One washed his hands of the blood of 
Christ; the other plurged his into the 
blood-stained wounds. 

“This man was near—arother

LOWER PRICES 
BOOST PROFITS 


Athens Tank Makes Money 
in Spite of Commis- 
sioners’ Efforts. 


Athens, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)—Last 
year the profits of the Athens dispensary 
were a little more than $22,000, and there 
was some discussion of the fact that 
the dispensary law contained a provision 
against the accumulation of any profits. 

The dispensary commissioners at the be- 
ginning of the present year made a 10 
per cent reduction of profits in order to 
fulfill the dispensary, law. 

Whether or not it is a result of this 
cut in the price of liquor may be a de- 
batable question, but it is nevertheless 
a fact that during the past two months 
since the reduction was made the profits 
have increased about 50 per cent. 

During January and February the sales 


at the dispensary amounted to $20,000, and 
the profits: to more. than $,000. At this 
ratio for the entire year the profits will 
reach $35,000. 

The commissioners have made another 
10 per cent reduction in the price of 
liquors, and will await the results of the 
present month’s sales with interest,

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. MOORE MEMORIAL. : 
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At Moore Memorial church yesterday 
morning, Dr. A. R. Holderby, the pas- 
ter, prefaced his sermon with a few re- 
marks on the movement to bring the 
$1,000,000 Presbyterian university to At- 
ianta, subscription blanks being distrib- 
uted at the close of the service He said: 

“Every pastor in the city has been re- 
quested to say something today from his 
in reference to the movement on 
fcot to establish a great Presbyterian 
university in Atlanta. As I am now 
and always have been interested in every 
enterprise looking to the moral and in- 
tellectual betterment of the people. I 
heartily indorse the effort being made in 
that direction. 

“It is time the Presbyterians of Geor- 
gia were doing something of a practical 
nature and [I trust the necessary money 
will be raised. There is no reason why 
the Presbyterians of Atlanta should not 
raise the sum of two hunudred and fifty 
thousand dollars, the amount required 
to assure the success of the enterprise. 

“A great university such as is pro- 
posed, would be 2 praise and a glicry to 
Atlanta and to the Presbyterian church 
ot the south. Let the university come. 
It ought to come and every Presbyte- 
rian should lend a helping hand in this 
great work of establishing a magnificent 
university in our city. If those of us who 
have but little money will but give our 
prayers for the success of the work we 
can be of some service. Let us heip for- 
ward this great movement, 

“Every man and woman in Atlanta 
should feel an interest in this work. At» 
lanta cannot afford to miss the uni- 
versity.” 

Dr. Holderby selected as his text: 
Matthew x, 6—‘‘Thy kingdom come.” 

He said in substance: 

“This prayer is upon many human lips 
today. It has been the universal prayer 
of the church through the centuries since 
our Lord taught His disciples to pray, 
‘Thy kingdom come.’ The twentieth cen- 
tury gospel movement takes up this pe- 
tition as its keynote and will sound it 
around the world What did Jesus mean 


Jby ‘the kingdom’ [In this prayer? 


did not mean the essential king- 
of’ God, for that was already es- 
He did not mean God's provi- 
kingdom, for God always has 
ruled over and ordered the affairs of 
His universe. His providential ‘kingdom 
ruleth over all.’ The kingdom here re- 
ferred to is God's spiritua]| kingdom—or 
the kingdom of grace. It is that king- 
dom which is opposed to the reign of sin, 
misery and death. 

“That kingdom has not yet come fully, 
although the church has been praying 
for it for nearly twenty centuries. Why 
has not the king Jom of God come in all 
its fullness? Let us notice some of the

lreasons why the kingdom has not come 
jand then seen how we may ‘help God to 


bring in his kingdom. 

“First. The church does not really de- 
sire to see God's kingdom come. It is 
very evident that many who pray for 
the coming of the kingdom do not de- 
sire it. 

“The coming of God's kingdom into the 
world would mean the purifying of the 
church. It would mean the rooting out 
ef many in the church, It would spoil 
the peace of many. It would upset the 
cherished plans of many in the church, 

“It would mean the giving up of all 
the sinful pleasures of the world. It 
would mean suffering, sacrifice and per-

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haps persecution. The church is not ready 
for the coming of God’s kingdom. 

“There is much to be done before the 
kingdom of God will come in its ful- 
ness. God's people must prepare the way 
for it. They must make things ready. 
All the prayers of all the churches will 
not bring in the kingdom of God. The 
church must get right before the king- 
dom will come in its fulness. At the 
first advent of our Lord, the world was 
ready for His coming. The doors of the 
temple of Janus were closed, as a sign 
that the nations were at peace. The 
whole world was at peace and ready for 
the coming of the Prince of Peace. The 
world is not at peace now. War clouds 
hang over the nations of earth. Riots 
and strikes and bloodshed are the order 
of the day. No, the world is not ready 
for the coming of the kingdom of God. 
The church is not ready. The people of 
God are not at peace among themselves. 

“The churches are still. fighting over 
doctrines and dogmas and each brand- 
ing the other as ‘heretic.’ There is but 
little ‘love and sympathy between the 
various Christian churches. - Oh, . shame 
on the church! There is much cleaning 
up to be done in the churches of Atlanta 
before the kingdom of God will come. 
We ought to pray for it, but we must 
work for it also.. Clean up, clean up. The 
spiritual life of the chureh today is at 
a low ebb. 

“If our Lord were to come He would 
not recognize His church. I doubt if He 
would enter any church in Atlanta. Who 
would invite Him? He would find many 
of His so-called people in the theaters, 
club houses, and gsaloons. He would 
find His churches dominated by the money 
power and fashion. Atlanta does not 
desire to see the kingdom of God come. 
The coming of that kingdom would smash 
up every saloon in the city. It would 
drive out every den of vice. It would 
stop all of the city’s ill-gotten revenue, 
which is now coming into the treasury 
from the whisky saloons and the other 
diyes of hell that are debauching and 
damning the young people of this city. 

“If left toa vote of the people. the 
kingdom of God would not come. If 
left to the vote of many church mem- 
bers, the kingdom of God would not be 
set up in Atlanta. If it comes at al}. 
it will be brought in by the prayers and 
earnest work of the few who are loyal 
to their Lord. 

“Let us get ready for the coming of 
this King into our hearts, into our homes 
and into our churches. ‘Prepare ye the 
way of the Lord—make His paths 
straight.’ ”’
